Once his words were whip 
eracks that oath but the Inw- 
Jess few obeyed, Today they 
have taken on onan acerbily 
that ia more in tune with 
the shrill volees an the 
fringes of Singapore's jn- 
choate public opinion, The 
city demands actlon and 
prowess suTpehow, any: 
how. And Mr Marshall 
dovw not oxeem to be 
able tu contain their 
pationce, He seems to be 
trying: to keep ahead of 
their jralloping elution and 
losing control and some of 
his confidence ino the pro- 
cess, 


HE British Parllamentary 

delegation bas seen Singa- 
pore at its best and almost 
at its worst and they can- 
not have formed any -re- 
nasuring impresaion to take 
back to England. There 
might be cousulation if the 
spot of unraliness ato the 
end of the pentitsula had 
some prospect of merging 
soon with ite more 
mature and far better 
hehaved partner in con- 
stitutional progress—Malaya 
—but the Tengku believes 
there is none, 

What Mr Marshall will un- 
doubtedly find annoying isa 
that that fact is likely to 
weigh =o very considerably 
with the British delegation 
even though they note the 
atmost unanimous demand 
by the Asian population for 
some Sb Ais ar ua 
ment soocde*or later. The 
fuct is that while it) is 
possible to see Malaya 
established as an iudepen- 
dent and thoroughly respon- 
sible nation, ft Is nat 
possible to visualise an 
island state Hike Singapore 
standingg on its own eco- 
nomiecally or politieally for 
very long. 

Last week's noisy Merdeka 
rally for the delegation (in 
which 30 were hurt) un- 
duubtedly served its pur- 
pose for the troublemakers, 
It should have embarrassed 
Mr Marshall but he prefers 
to minimise its significance, 
Jt is hard to understand 
“why. It ia possible he is 
trying to convince some- 
one that the strength of 
the Communists is grossly 
over-rated and that he and 
his wovernment have the 
situation well in hand, The 
Communists could not agree 
with him more, 


FEW weeks ago Mr Mar- 
shall made o completely 
unfounded allegation that 
the Colonial Office had 
withdrawn from the , prin- 
ciple of self-government 
and was attempting to 
entrench colonialism. He 
spoke of a crisis, This may 
all be a symptom of his 
‘own political uncertainty. 
, But.if Mr Marshall is half 
.the -agtute politician he 
once appeared to be he 
should know it is dangerous 
to: ate up nationalist 
vgentiment In such an un- 
stable and unpredictable 
community as his, 
it is a pity ho should have 
fumbled so badly at o timo 
when constitutional talks 
on the Colony’s future are 
so near. .

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Britain Hardens Attitude To Arab 


FOREIGN OFFICE REBUKES N. 


Replies To Newspaper 
Interview 


STRONG CRITICISM 
OF VETO MOVE 


London, Mar, 25. 

Britain signalled a sharp hardening of its 

attitude to Arab challenges in the Middle East to- 
' . . . 
inight by puplicly rebuking Egypt’s Premier over 
‘a newspaper interview. 
The rare and undiplomatic step was timed to 
, the eve of America’s formal proposal to the United 
! Nations Security Council that it order emergency 
mediation in the Arab-Israeli dispute. 

Lt-Col. Gamal Abdel Nasser, Egypt's Premier 
and chief challenger to British prestige in the Middle 
East, was quoted os saying there was no room for hate 
between Egypt and Britain. 

The Foreign Office fired back, in a public statement, 
“that, so long as Bgypt's “actions and propaganda directed 
ugninst Britain’ were continued, “it is diflicult to see how 
there enn be hope for improvement in Anglo-Egyptian 
relations or for the friendship which Colonel Nasser says 
he desires”. 


“Such conduct Is extended to 
nreas) where Kxypt has no 
drect Interest, for example 
East Africa. So long as it con- 
Unues it Is dificult to see how 
there can be hope for improve- 
ment in Anglo-Egyptian — rela- 
tions or for the friendship 
which Colonel Nasser says he 
desires and which Her Majesty's 
Government desire,

RACE TO DEVELOP THE IBM 


RUSSIA. CLOSING 


THE 


GAP 


Washington, Mar. 25. 


The Defence Department’s research chicf warned 


today that Russia was 


“closing the 


gap” between 


itself and the United States in the race to develop an 
intercontinental ballistic missile and new jet bombers. 
Dr C. C. Furnas, assistant Secretary of Defence for 


Research and Development, 


said the Soviets “haven't 


caught up with us, but they’re making rapid progress’. 
He anid the US was faced with an “uncomfortable and 


challenging” situation. 


Mr ‘Trevor Gardner, a 
Californla industrlalist, quit as 
Air Force research chief in 
February after criticising the 
adminisjration for falling to 
speed developmen, of the city- 
wrecking Intercontinental ballis- 
tle missile. 


Mr Gardner sald his superiors 
shaved his research requests by 
$200 mijlon. He = urged 
President Elsenhower to place 
increascd emphasis on — the 
missile programme to stay ahead 
of Russia. 

Dr Furnas sald it would be 
“perilous . . . af we become com- 
placent and think everything is 
rosy.” He was questioned about 
the relative weapons progress of 
the United States and. Russia in 
a filmed television interview 
with Representative Harold 
Ostertag. 


Soviet Activity 


Dr Furnas deserlbed the situa- 
tion as more one of Russia 
“closing the gap” than the United 
States “falling behind.” 

The Sovicts, he said, were 
“coming up on us” in develop- 
ment of such weapons as jet 
bombers and _ intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, but “they 
haven't overtake us.” 

‘With respect to guided mis- 
siles, Dr Furnas suid, “We arc 
not Ingging behind If you take 
the whole programme.” In 
fact, he said, "I feel quite cer- 
tnin St ls correct to say we are 
well chead,” . 

He added, however, “if you 
want to go into particular 
kinds (ot missiles), the story js 
probably different.” 

There are ‘certain missiles. He 
said, in which “the Russians 
have been specialising and in 
which they ure probably getting 
quite close to. us.” : 

Mr. Elsenhower said at a 
recent news conference that the 
US was ahead of Russia in the 
development of some. missiles, 
while the Communists probably 
were ahead In other aspects of 
the programme.

Wholesale 
Arrests 
In Bengal 


Calcutta, Mar. 25. 

Nearly 3,000 persons 
have been arrested in the 
Indian state of West Ben- 
gal during the first 30 days 
of a civil disobedience 
campaign, protesting 
against Government pro- 
posals to merge West Ben- 
gals with neighbouring 
Bihar state. 


In Calcutta alone 2,000 ger- 
sons huve been arrested during 
the civil disobedience campalgn, 
which is being led by the com- 
bined Jeft-wing parties in West 
Bengal. 


The merger of the two states 
hua already gained the approval 
of the Bihar Legislature, but the 
bill may have diMculty In pass- 
ing the West Bengal Legislature, 


The Chief Ministers of the two 
states are at present conferring 
In New Delhi with Indlan 
Premier Jawaharlal Nehru on 
the merger proposal. It is con- 
sidered possible that the pro- 
posal might be dropped becausc 
Bihar jis unwilling to concede 
several safeguards such as a 
separate budget, to West Bengal 
after the merger, — France- 
Presse.

What he 
did prove was that he certainly 
has guite a bright future in this 
event. .

Decision On Penalty Reserved 


The Full Court this morning reserved its decision on the penalty 

. to be imposed on the Sing Tao Jih Po, one of the 10 vernacular news- 

papers accused of publishing articles in contempt of Court, arising out 
of a robbery at the Ming Tak Bank in Kowloon in January, 

The Hon, Leo d’Almada, QC, admitted the contempt on the news- 
paper’s behalf and tendered its apologies to the Court. He submitted it 
was to his clients’ credit that they did not claim that they had been in- 
fluenced by a Public Relations Office release, although they could have 
done so if they had chosen to be dishonest. 


The Full Court comprised the 
Chief Justice, Mr Justice M. J. 
Hogan, and the Acting Senior 
Pulane Judge, Mr Justice J. R. 


On March 29, the Court 
ranted an ex-parte application 
by the Crown for writs of 
attachment toe be Issued agalnst 
the proprictors publishers, 
editors. and printers of the 
Newspupers for olicged contempt, 
which were returnable on Friday 
ast. 

The newspapers concerned 
were the Yuet Wah Dally News, 
the Gentleman Yat Po, the 
Kung Sheung Daily News, the 
Hung Look Daily News, the 
Ming Slng Yat Po, the Wah Kiu 
Yat Po, the Chiu Yin Po, the 
Wan Kau Yat Po, the New 
Evening ‘Post and the Sing Tao 
Jih Po. 

Mr Leslie Wright appeared 
together with Mr d’Almada for 
tho Sing Tao Jih Po, both 
instructed by Mr BN. Cooper, 
of Wilkinson and Grist. 

The Kung Sheung Daily 
News were represented by Mr 
Patrick Yu, instructed by 
Messrs C. ¥. Kwan and Co, 

The remaining elght news- 
papers were ‘represented by Mr 
Lawrence Leong, instructed by 
Mr P. L, Lam. 

Mr W. A. Blalr-Kerr, Senior 
Crown Counsel, represented the 
Crown, 

Apart from the case of the 
Sing Tao Jih Po, four of tha 
other papers admilted the con- 
tempt during Friday's hearing, 
while the remainder denied the 
allegation.

One of ithe parographs, le 
sald, made mention of the story 
of a man referred to as a “chief 
suspect”, The paragraph pur- 
ported to set out how the Police 
“cleared up the case",* 

In another paragraph, there 
was mention of a man with the. 
same name as one of the 
persons involved in. the 
subsequent committal proceed~ 
ings. It also ‘stated that 
“certain property was found” in 
‘the place where that man and 
another person_were found.

FIRST OFFENCE 

After quoting from an 
outhorily regarding penalties, 
Mr d’Almada_ sald it was his 
clients’ first offence, In his 
aMdavit, Mr A. E, Han, the 
company's secretary, stated that 
he had made full enquiries into 
the circumstances under which 


the article was published and 
had given his asyurance that 
there was no intention whatso- 


ever to interfere with the duc 


course of justice, 

"I am not concerned with 
whether or not the PRO release 
contained reprehensible matter 
—although I submit that it had, 
Counsel went on, 

“Ita interest lies in two 
points: Firstly, I would submit 
that it js to my clients’ credit 
that they do not claim that this 
release influenced them In any 
way to publish the = article 
complained of, although they 
could have done so if they chose 
to be dishonest. 

“The second point of interest 
is the fact that the PRO itself 
did not properly appreciate 
what did and what did not 
constitute contemnt, despite the 
memorandum from the Attorney- 
Gencral’s Department released to 
the Press by that very depart- 


ment.” 

Mr d’Almado submitted that, 
the ground covered by that 
memorandum to the Press left 
room for improvement. Had 
examples been given there as 
to what did and did not consti- 
tute contempt, it was possible 
that the particular ariicles com- 
plained of would never have 
seen the Nght of day, 

INADVERTENCE 

Counsel said that the editor 
in his affidavit remarked that 
the publication of the article 
was due entirely to inadvertence 
and tendered his humble. and 
Sincere opologics to the Court, 

Ho submitted that in o case of this 
kind the Court may well conclude 
that the penalty to be inflicted, 
heving regard to the apology and 
the clear absence of intent and the 
other circumstances, that the pro-
